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Day at the Beach 


Some Days Down at Main Beach, You Get More Than You Bargain For

O ver the years, I have written biographies 
of many hundreds of people for this 
newspaper. Almost invariably, when I ask them 
what they like to do when they are out here, 
they say, “Oh, I love to take strolls along the 
ocean beach.” 


The reasons they give vary. Some say it 


gives them a chance to think, others talk about 
recharging their batteries, enjoying the sand 
between their toes, smelling the salt sea air or 
watching the surf come in and out. 

I say, where are these people? I go down to the 
beach all the time, look this way and that, set 
out a chair and write my stories on my laptop. 
You'd think, from all this high praise about the 
beach I get, there would be battalions of people 
marching along one way and the other when I 
go down there, but they are not. 

I was reminded of this the other day when I 
heard the comments made by East Hampton 
Village beach manager Ed McDonald, as he 
presented his annual report about the doings 
on the beach to the Village board. 

“Dull is good,” he said. 

Want to know what really goes on down at the 
beach? Here’s my report on the doings out at 
Main Beach last Friday between noon and 3 p.m. 


when I went out there to write a story about 
Halloween. I set up my chair about halfway 
down to the ocean. The jetty was in front of me. 
The dunes, and my car, were behind me. My 
trusty white dog was by my side. 

The first thing I noticed was that the surf was 
up, way up. I believe Hurricane Gonzalo had 
rumbled along way out to sea that morning, 
and it had thrown this at us. These were high, 
slow boomers, crashing down on the beach at 
about 15 second intervals. After they did that, 
white foam would slide up the beach for 20 or 
30 feet. It was very dramatic. But I thought I was 
far enough back from the water that it wouldn’t 
be a problem. 

I was well into the history of Halloween, 
trying to explain everything | had learned about 
pumpkins, witches, costumes and candy corn, 
when off to the side I heard someone talking 
to me. 

“Dan?”

advertising brochure for the club,” he told me. 

I made a sweeping motion with my arm, 
welcoming him to the wide expanse of empty 
beach, except for shorebirds, in both directions.

I should mention at this point that this was 
Friday, October 17, which as it has turned out 
so far, was the last warm day of the summer 
season. Temperature was about 68. The skies 
were clear, the sun beat down, the shorebirds 
swooped, but there were no people.

They were standing up now, girls in two-piece 
bathing suits, and I could see from the way they 
moved that they were quite young, maybe 16 
or 17. The wave was sending shoots of foamy 
water up through the boulders—it was too far 
out for the older women to notice this, but they 
did notice the girls screaming and laughing. 
The women stopped taking their clothes off. 

Now the young girls were picking their way 
across the tops of the boulders to get off the 
jetty, and soon were running past the three 
models. They all acknowledged one another, 
then the three girls continued on toward me, 
but stopped about halfway up, where there 
was a big driftwood timber, a piece of a wooden 
ship, lying in the sand. There the girls sat. And 
one of them reached down and brought up a 
beach bag from the ocean side of the timber. 
One took out some clothes and began dressing. 
The others took out towels and began drying 
themselves off. 

I was at the part in my Halloween story where 
in the 700s the priests from some monasteries 
were trying to Christianize some Irish savages 
into giving up their pagan beliefs. I kept at it. 

When I looked up again, one of the young 
girls was lying in a provocative pose in the 
sand while a second girl stood over her taking 
pictures with a small camera. The third girl 
was prancing around, limbering up, it seemed. 
I had the feeling she would be having her 


picture taken, too. I thought this would be 
interesting enough to take pictures of. Trying 
to be discreet, I took out my cellphone. I keep 
it in my shirt pocket, and as | took it out its 
earphone cord got tangled up in this leather 
necklace I wear all the time. So I took that off, 
too. Then I took some of the photos you see 
accompanying this article, of both the three 


girls and the three women out by the jetty 


doing their part to make a nice brochure. 

The women out by the jetty did not see me 
do this. But the young girl with the camera did. 
She waved. 

“What are you doing?” I asked. 

“It’s a project for a fashion class at the Ross 
School,” she said. 

Nobody bothered me for the next hour, and | 
began winding up the writing of my story. It was 
about 2,000 words. I was pretty pleased with it. 
But then, quite suddenly, after one particularly 
loud boom, I saw the foamy surf rushing up the 
beach toward me. My first thought was that it 
was not going to reach me. Then | thought yes, 
it was. I looked up. There were no women or 
photographers in sight anywhere but | did hear 
the girls screaming again, once again the yelling 
coming from the far end of the jetty. I briefly 
thought I should run down and save them but 
then realized they were high enough up so that 
would not be necessary. 

From that thought, I quickly considered my 
own situation and, in the nick of time, I lifted my 
shoulder bag off the sand, stood up, grabbed

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New Rules for Forecasters 


Tweaks and Nuances Will Henceforth Describe Severe Weather

don’t know about you, but every once in 

a while I get a warning on the screen of 
my cellphone informing me that a tornado is 
imminent. It appears in tiny letters on the top of 
the screen, and then goes away after 5 seconds. 
It will read something like “tornado alert high in 
your area until 5:30 p.m.” I get these warnings 
about once every three weeks. 

If the warning comes in about 1 p.m., which 
it often does, my first thought is how nice of 
them to give me this much notice about this 
possibility. It’s so much better than at the last 
minute everybody shouting here it comes pull 
up the storm door and get down there into the 
shelter. But then I think, bopping around in 
the Hamptons as I am usually wont to do, that 
this is not exactly what it says. It says UNTIL 
5:30 p.m. So for the rest of the afternoon I am 
tiptoeing here and there and constantly looking 
up to see if we’ve got one, until we reach 5:30 
p.m. and I can breathe a sigh of relief. 

The thing is, however, that since they started 
issuing the warnings that say this, we’ve never 
had one. 

Oh, we’ve had a few tornadoes during the 
past half-century, or at least | have reported 


that we have had them. Turns out that in the 
heavily parsed language of the weather bureau, 
we have had “water spouts” or things that rose 
to be almost tornadoes but not quite. So, if you 
believe them, we’ve never even had one. 

But you could believe me. In 1991, I was 
involved with one up close and personal. And 
I called it a tornado in this newspaper. It was 
midnight. I was in bed with my wife in East 
Hampton when we were both awakened by a 
huge whooshing sound. Above our bed there 
was a Skylight shaking on its hinges and making 
terrible sounds. What we could see out that 
skylight looked very familiar to us. It looked 
exactly like what you see when you Iook into a 
washing machine on its rinse cycle. Everything 
was spinning around and around. There were 
leaves, sticks, branches, splashes of water. And 
then, as suddenly as it had come, it was gone. 

In the morning | found that, besides some trees 
knocked down, this elaborate tree house | had 
built for my kids in our backyard had vanished 
from its perch. We never found it. On the house, 
a chimney was cockeyed and shutters had been 
pried loose. Across the street, at the Three Mile 
Harbor Marina, the roof of the building there 
was torn off. Later in the day I went to Main 
Street, Bridgehampton where our office was at

that time. The tornado had lifted off from East 
Hampton and, | believe, come back down to 
land at the monument at the east end of that 
town, where it then headed off in a westerly 
direction up Main Street to cut down a huge 
swath of power lines and trees, after which it 
tore an entire addition off the Thayer Hardware 
Store (they've got a new building there now) 
and sprinkled it down in bits and pieces in the 
road, passed Corwith Lane and School Street, 
and when it got to Butter Lane it lifted back off. 
That was the end of the carnage. It had-failed to 
hit Dan’s Papers by just 100 yards. 

The second tornado, in 2004, was officially 
called one by the weather bureau, not here but in 
Connecticut. It came down from Massachusetts 
as a waterspout, crossed the Connecticut valley 
and the Long Island Sound and then slammed 
into Springs, leaving a path of devastation 
one mile long and several hundred yards wide 
through a huge section of the woods, pulling up 
trees, breaking windows and tearing off roofs of 
houses as it went. 

The weather bureau later that day said it 
was not a tornado any more when it reached 
Long Island—it had slowed down to its “water 
spout” configuration again. I said, publicly in 
this newspaper, that once (Cont'd on next page) 
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a tornado, always a tornado, and I stand by that 
decision. That it missed my house by about a 
quarter-mile did not dissuade me of that fact. 

So much for my quibbles with the weather 
bureau about tornadoes. 

But now I have a further quibble. On 
Wednesday, October 22, the weather service 
put into effect a change in how they describe 
different weather patterns. It will change 
how weathermen describe the forecast on 
television. It will change how they describe 
it among themselves, and it will change the 
wording of how they will describe if something 
terrible is coming. In the announcement, they 
note that they had opened this as a proposed 
change for public comment in the spring and 
that period ended June 17, 2014. Now it goes 
into effect. 

Until now, the terms they have used have 
been “slight,” “moderate” and “high.” There 
is a slight chance of rain. There is a moderate 
chance of snow. 

They are adding two new terms to the three old 
ones, and they are “marginal” and “enhanced.” 
I think you can see already this is trouble. 
What exactly is an “enhanced” possibility 
of a tornado? 

According to the press release from 
the National Weather Center headlined 
“Experimental SPC Day 1,2,3 Convective Outlook 
Change,” the word “marginal” is supposed to 
be used when the possibility of something is 
even less than “slight.” You are supposed to 
know that a “marginal” chance of rain means 
only a brief sprinkle, and maybe for just a few

seconds. It’s nothing, really. 

The new term “enhanced” fits in between 
“slight” and “moderate.” So if the possibility of 
an impending hurricane is on the high side of 
“slight” but in the lower reaches of “moderate,” 
they will call it “enhanced.” 

I don’t think either “enhanced” or “marginal” 
could be defined in any way they intend in the 
English language. The word “enhanced” makes 
me think that perhaps the rain will glow. The 
word “marginal” makes me think the impending 
rain might be on the sidelines, waiting to see if 
the coach will let it in. 

I very much appreciate the incredible 
accuracy that the weather bureau has 


developed in predicting things 
in recent years. We have come 
a long way since that awful day 
of September 21, 1938 when 
people in the Hamptons had no 
advance notice of any weather 
problem until they looked out 
the window to see a massive 
hurricane with 120-mile-an- 
hour winds racing up the street. 
Indeed, I no longer look out the 
window to see if it is raining. I 
punch the weather app on my 
smartphone. If it makes rain 
appear on the screen, then it’s 
rain. | also believe them when it - 
says that at 1 p.m..and at 3 p.m. 
it will rain, but at 2 p.m. there 
would be a respite. 

“Respite” I understand. I have 
a college degree in English. It means that at 
2 p.m. we can all go out without umbrellas to 
admire the shimmering drops of water that 
have beaded up on all the leaves and it will 
cheer us up. But they don’t use “respite.” They 
just use the picture of a non-rainy- cloud. 

Has the weather bureau ever hired someone 
with a degree in English? The fact that 
they improperly use the words “marginal” 
and “enhanced” is clear evidence they 
have not. 

I do understand that I had until June 17 to 
make this point known and | failed to do so. 

But I have an excuse.

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Five Projects 


Civic Works in Bridge, East and Southampton, Sag Harbor and Sagaponack

his newspaper has been closely following 
& five separate proposed public projects that 
will, in the upcoming years, change the future 
of this community. All are important, and to the 
limited extent we can, we are glad to put in our 
two cents. The Hamptons has gone, during the 
last half-century, from a community of farmland 
extending about as far as the eye can see to 
a community largely of grand private homes 
surrounded by hedgerows behind which, on 
occasion, you can hear the thock of a tennis ball 
being hit. What happens in the public sector is 
more important than ever. 


BRIDGEHAMPTON’S CENTER OF TOWN 

Five roads come together at the Founder’s 
Memorial monument in the center of 
Bridgehampton. For the last half-century, the 
properties on these corners were in disrepair 
and the hamlet of Bridgehampton looked 
simply terrible. Now, all but one are either 
fully beautifully restored or almost so. And the 
chances are that with the proper decision made 
for the last of them, Bridgehampton’s center 
of town will be simply stunning going forward, 
through the next half-century and beyond. 
All that remains is to put the telephone and 
electric wires underground. 

The property currently at risk is the northwest 
corner by the monument—until a month ago an 
empty lot, before that a dilapidated Beverage 
Barn store, before that a smelly gas station and 
before that, until just before the start of World 
War II 70 years ago, an important Revolutionary 
War tavern used by both the Tories and the 
rebels. That had stood for 200 years. 


This newspaper advocated that this tavern be 
restored on this site. It would look out beyond 
the monument to Greek Revival restorations 
on the northeast and southeast corners. We 
thought this a good idea. 

But things have moved fast on this site, 
beginning in the middle of September. The 
property owners are now in the process of 
building a two-story commercial building there. 
They have all the permits. But they can’t 
rent the property to only one tenant. The law 
says no individual retail store can exceed 
5,000 square feet unless they receive a special 
exemption permit, and this project is about 
9,000 square feet. So CVS, which has signed a 
lease for both floors, filed for an exemption in 
July. 

Citizens have protested against CVS. There 
is inadequate parking for a big store, they say. 
Having a large chain store does nothing to give 
Bridgehampton a hometown feel, and the town 
has taken notice. . 

Three weeks ago the Southampton 
Town Planning Board voted to require an 
environmental impact study for the CVS. The 
result will be at the least a further delay for 
CVS, and at best perhaps the withdrawal of 
their application. 

Nevertheless, | think the old tavern idea is 
not going to happen. I can remember only one 
occasion where an entire expensive building, 
after it was built, was torn back down. That 
happened when | first started this newspaper, 
in 1960, all these years ago. It involved the 
building of a marina and coffee shop on 
the grand lawn of what is now the Montauk 
Club on East Lake Drive in Montauk, right at 
the edge of Lake Montauk. The owner said 


he’d build it there without a permit and he 
did that. 

Two years later, after some haggling, the 
town came in and knocked it down for him. End 
of that story. 

The silver lining here is that the building 
under construction in Bridgehampton is in 
keeping with the other structures on that 
corner. I might have had something to do 
with it. 

When developer Lenny Ackerman bought 
that property eight years ago and said he 
wanted to put up a building there, I called him 
up and told him that if he did that, I think it 
would be approved if the design of it was in 
the same Greek Revival style as the buildings 
across the way that it faces. It would create 
unity. Lenny did that. And they did approve it. 
But then he chose not to build it until he got a 
tenant, leaving it for a long time as a vacant lot, 
but with a sign on it showing the Greek Revival 
building that would be there. And after that, he 
sold the controlling interest in the property to 
a New York City developer that is now building 
it to those approved specifications obtained 


by Lenny, hoping that one way or another in 


the battle between the town and CVS, they will 
muddle through. 


BRIDGE BEACH 

Nearly two decades ago, prominent Sag 
Harbor landscape architect Ed Hollander 
noticed that if you walk along the harbor front 
and turn left to go under the front edge of the 
abutment that leaps up to become the bridge to 
North Haven, you come to this 300-foot-long arc 
of a beautiful sandy beach. It is a desolate area 
with several abandoned (Cont'd on next page) 
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The Sagg Bridge that WON’T be built 


buildings and docks amidst some weeds. One 
of these buildings had been the ticket office 
and waiting room for the ferry, no longer in 
existence, that you used to have to take to get 
to North Haven. 

Ownership of some of this land seemed to 
be in dispute, but other parts of it were town 
owned, though inaccessible except by walking 
under the bridge. Ten years later, all that has 
cleared up, and a project that would result in 
a new and beautiful public beach from which 
you can watch the sun set could soon become 
a reality. 

Last week, Mayor Gilbride confirmed that he 


hopes this project could be open to the public 


for next summer season. Also, Ed Hollander,. in 
an interview with the Sag Harbor Express, said 
he thought interested citizens could facilitate 
that happening by donating unused building 
material, as has been done with other civic 
projects. 

By the way, also along the bridge abutment 
during the past 10 years, but on the other side, 
the village has built a small 150-foot artificial 
beach. It is next to Long Wharf at the other end. 
Now you'll just keep going around the abutment 
and there will be a second beach on the other 
side, just take your pick. Wow. 


SAGG BRIDGE 

The Village of Sagaponack and the Town 
of Southampton are now in negotiations 
about transferring the Town’s half of Sagg 
Bridge to Sagaponack, so one government 
entity administers it. Until now, they've been 
squabbling about what ought to be done with it. 
One side of it comes down in Sagaponack, the 
other in the Town of Southampton. 

This is another good thing. Southampton, 
which until now has done the full maintenance 
of the bridge, wanted to tear it down and build 
a new one that was bigger, stronger and very 
different. Sagaponack wanted to keep it as it 
is—and rebuild it, if that is necessary, so it 
remains as it has been, with local men fishing 
off it, with cars having to honk, drive slow 
and pass one another with care on it, with a 
walkway so runners could enjoy it...all of which 
would be gone forever if this bridge were built 
bigger and stronger. 


Over the centuries, this bridge has been 
rebuilt many times, but always as a humble, 
narrow structure. It’s not like there’s more truck 
and car traffic than before. With Sagaponack a 
second-home community of millionaires and 
billionaires (almost all behind hedgerows), this 
has the potential to be a great outcome. 

Though I am thinking that when the Bridge to 
North Haven had to be replaced 20 years ago, 
they tore out the old design, dating from the 
early 1930s, and they replaced it with a newer 
design, different than but in the style of the old. 
There could be a design opportunity here at 
Sagg, in my view. 


NORTH MAIN STREET FARMSTEAD 

Three weeks ago, East Hampton Town, in a 
driving rain, held the grand opening of their 
new farm museum at the corner of Cedar Street 
and North Main. Few came. But there it is. 

This is a Cape Cod-style farmhouse and 
barn on 2 acres from the 19th century. It was 
occupied by the Lester family for nearly 100 
years. In the last half of the 20th century, it was 
all overgrown with thickets, bushes and vines. 
I used to go by it every day in my car, since | 
live just up the street. Still do. Around 1990, a 
very old man appeared out by the sidewalk of 
that property and he proceeded to build, very 
slowly, a three-foot-high plank picket fence 
along the sidewalk border. I was told he lived 
there alone. He was a nice guy. And he was 
about 90. I hadn’t even known there was a 
farmhouse in there. 

After building it, all down the property line 
on North Main and then up on the property line 
on Cedar—a distance of about 200 yards—he 
commenced to paint this plank picket fence 
white. He started at one end, got about halfway 
down the North Main side, and then, that was it. 
It was half white to there, then plain wood after 
that, all the rest of the way around. 

I didn’t know what to make of it, but I feared 
the worst. God speed, I thought, nice man I do 
not know. 

About 10 years ago, I was told the Town 
had bought the property and would make a 
farmhouse park out of it. During those next 
10 years, the houses and barns got cleaned 
out, the brush and bushes were cleared and 


the trees were felled, the half- 
finished fence removed, the 
barn repaired and the house 
re-shingled. The snails-pace 
speed at which this was being 
done—over the 10 years the 
re-shingling on one side came 
around to meet the re-shingling 
on the other side, which was a 
much darker color—made me 
think that the townspeople, 
after work and on weekends, 
were chipping in as volunteers 
to do this work with donated 
supplies. 

It was either that or the 
slowest building contractor 
who ever lived. | don’t want 
to ask. 

Anyway, it is done. And it 
is quite beautiful. Gardens 
will now go in. A man has 
been there selling vegetables. 
And I expect there will be 
people dressed up during the 
summers in there in clothing that is from the 
19th century to show you around. I hope so.

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Ghost Hunting: How to Find East End Spirits on Halloween

very year around Halloween, as chilly 

October winds blow and the blood moon 
rises, many East Enders look toward our long- 
dead spirits and share stories of those terrible 
things that go bump in the autumn night. 

It’s a terrifying proposition for most to 
imagine, let alone encounter, wayward souls 
residing in our homes and businesses long after 
their bodies are interred. But for some, the 
promise of an afterlife in heaven or on earth 
offers great comfort—something more than a 
flick of the switch and infinite blackness as our 
light dies. 

Still, no matter what people believe, or fear, 
almost everyone loves a good ghost story. It’s 
for this reason that I’m asked nearly every 
October to write or speak about investigating 
the paranormal. Over the better part of a 
decade, I’ve given a number of interviews on 
the topic, written about a dozen articles and 
spoken at several venues. 

For me it never gets old, and Halloween’s got 
nothing to do with it, outside of providing an 
opportunity to share one of my great passions. 
Let’s face it—regular folks don’t want to hear 
about ghost hunting at Christmastime or during

the heat of the Hamptons summer. 

So here we are again. This year, I’m speaking 
at WoOlffer Estate Vineyard as part of their 
“Wolffer Wednesdays” series from 6-7 p.m. on 
November 5. | plan to discuss my methods and 
experiences, and allow time for guests to ask 
questions or share their own ghost stories— 
you'd be surprised how many people have 
them, especially on the East End. 

For those who can’t make it, or simply want 
to go out and make your own way, here’s some 
basic info to start ghost hunting, just in time for 
Halloween night. 


The Truth of the Matter 
Before investigating, understand that it’s 
typically quite uneventful—you'll spend hours 
sitting quietly in the dark, observing and 
recording your environment. Then, you’ll relive

those hours while reviewing audio and video 
recordings in real time, hoping to catch a 
disembodied voice or visual anomaly. Mostly 
you'll catch nothing. And if you are lucky 
enough to find something, it usually ends up 
having a completely rational explanation. This 
diligence is what separates true investigators 
from thrill seekers. 
Still interested? Good. Read on. 


Tools of the Trade 

A flashlight and a digital camera are the first 
tools any would-be investigator should add 
to their kit. Both of these are common and 
quite useful. A flashlight is essential for moving 
around safely in the dark and, while ghost 
photos are rare, a camera will document your 
experience and keep track of things, such as 
placement of objects over time. Digital cameras 
also see the infrared spectrum (look at your 
TV remote through the viewfinder), and some 
believe spirits appear there. Just make sure to 
understand the settings so you won’t mistake 
long exposures, a blurred hand strap and other 
quirks for spiritual activity. 

Not everyone has one, but a digital audio 
recorder is probably the best tool for collecting 
ghostly evidence. Recording an investigation, 
along with asking direct questions, can result 
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As tempting as it may be, never trespass in search of spirits. 


in disembodied voices with no logical source. 
Called Electronic Voice Phenomena (or EVP), 
these voices can be very compelling, especially 
as responses to specific questions. But be wary 
of whispering and environmental sounds, which 
could be confused for EVP later. Try noting 
these sounds as they occur. 

Video cameras can also be used to document 
the investigation or odd moments, like lights 
turning on and off or doors opening and closing. 

Additionally, environmental measurements, 
such as temperature, electromagnetic fields, 
humidity and more can be taken with various 
tools available at a wide range of prices. These 
are helpful, and popular on TV, but until you’re 
sure ghost hunting is for you, they’re not worth 
the investment. 

Those who get hooked will find the cost of 
new gadgets, books and traveling to haunted 
locales almost unavoidable. 

We have lots of exciting haunts on the East 
End. Do your research, and never trespass 
or disrespect the places you _ investigate. 
Remember, it’s important to take certain things 
seriously in this field, but it’s equally important 
to have fun! fi

And then I noticed that my dog, Bella, was 
nowhere to be found. I ran around shouting 
her name. Others at my urging did that, too. 
And of course she simply reappeared out of the 
dune grass and came trotting over to her leash.

The following morning, changing from my 
night clothes to my street clothes, I noticed 
that the leather necklace around my neck 
was missing.

23 years of work on a thing about the size of 
my fingernail.

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This Week’s Cover Artist: Michael Paraskevas

This week’s cover artist, 
Michael Paraskevas, started 
doing covers for Dan’s Papers 
in 1988. The Southampton- 
_ based artist is the illustrator 
_ and originator of comic strip 
The Green Monkeys, the 
_ animated series Maggie and 
_the Ferocious Beast, Marvin 
the Tap Dancing Horse and 
The Kids from Room 402, 
as well as 21 children’s books. Paraskevas 
discusses his new cover illustration, his new 
project and the inspiration behind Candy Corn 
Man (who is, in fact, real). 


There’s great texture in this cover picture- 
especially in the swirling night sky and grassy 
hill—What medium do you use? 

I learned to paint studying ancient masters 
from Italy and Greece. Years and years spent in 
the mountains in Tibet working with them and 
learning to mix my own paint has helped me 
become a better painter. I spent some time on 
a remote island that moved around from time 
to time, so don’t attempt to look for it. On the 
island a tribe of wild monkeys took me in and 
taught me how to draw. It’s all true. 


How did you get the idea for this big candy- 
corn guy? What a character! 

Candy Corn Man is real. A while back my 
wife’s father told me a story about his great 
grandfather and how, when he was a child, 
planted a single piece of candy corn in an empty 
field out beyond those willow trees. Under the 
light of the full moon a small strange tree 
grew...and from that tree...grew a single piece 
of candy corn... a full month later Candy Corn 
Man was born, and he haunted the countryside 
every Halloween. chasing children and stealing 
their candy. | think he might have been working 
for the American Dental Association but | 
cannot track down any information about him. 
If you wait until Halloween and leave a pile of 
candy corn on your doorstep, you might just 
see him stomping around town. 


There’s a lightheartedness to this “spooky” 
cover—are you a fan of Halloween? 

Actually, I can’t stand Halloween. The costumes 
never look that good. There’s always an 
argument about what movie is the scariest, 
when we all know that the scariest movie ever 
made was The Exorcist. The runner-up to that 
one is The Shining. Try watching that at two 
o'clock in the morning. 

I like candy but I don’t share [well] with others. 
That part of Halloween is fun but I have to cut 
back. One too many candy bars and I won’t be 
able to fit into the chair that I use in my studio. 
Wait. What’s that noise. I think Candy Corn Man 
is at the door... Nope, it wasn’t him. It was just 
a homeless squirrel. 


What new projects are you working on now? 
I’m working on a new comic. Lili and Derek is 
running online at liliandderek.com. You can 
see it over at gocomics.com. Lili and Derek 
is the story about Lili, a very self-absorbed 
Westie and her BFF, Derek, a mild-mannered 


German Shepherd. There’s a 
cat that lives across the street, 
Meeko. Sometimes he’s a nice 
cat but sometimes he is very, 
very evil. He’s a complicated cat. 
We’re working on a movie, too, 
but that’s a sort of secret. 

The Green Monkeys continues in 
Dan’s Papers. | love those guys. 
Actually Lili and Derek is a spin- 
off from The Green Monkeys since 
Lili was a character that moved 
in with Spider and Flytrap.

There’s still a good deal 
of that but there’s also a 
wealth of fine European pieces, original art and 
a host of shops that specialize in just about 
any thing you might crave. As a discerning 
customer—and a woman of many desires—I’ve 
developed a short list of favorite haunts. 

At the top of my list is the Antiques Center 
of Southampton. Here are over 30 vendors 
offering their top notch wares—everything 
from statuary to quilts to flags to chandeliers 
to old paint brushes arranged in attractive, 
inviting displays. I especially enjoy visiting 
Respectable Collectibles at the front of the 
building and catching up with proprietress and 
dealer Diane Fedak. 

Next up is English Country Antiques in 
Bridgehampton and Southampton. They offer a 
lot of quality pieces with a luscious backdrop of 
one of my other favorite categories of things— 
interior design materials. This creates a very 
fine mix of lamps, rugs, furniture and expert 
staff advice. 

The Antique Shop in Bridgehampton doesn’t

need a big sign out front. Its amazingly detailed, 
luxe window displays serve as a bright beacon. 
Its clientele is devoted to its small group of 
dealers. Barbara Trujillo’s jewelry counters 
overflow with the bling you need. Sometimes 
I get a hankering for a big, chunky piece of 
turquois jewelry and Trujillo has the remedy. 
Be sure to check out the sports memorabilia, 
medical office equipment and one-of-a-kind 
conversation pieces.

Antiques & Old Lace in Cutchogue is good 
for whatever strikes my fancy—thankfully they 
have lots of vintage books at hand for my 
husband to leaf through as I delve. I haven’t 
actually purchased any old lace there yet, but 
that’s okay. My canning jars, quilt tops and 
religious kitsch pieces keep me warm at night.

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Two Parrish Shows Cut from the

Leading up to and through 
the conclusion of 2014 at 
the Parrish Art Museum, 
two major exhibitions 
are brought together 
under shared themes of 
craft, performance and 
engagement. On view now 
through January 19, 2015, 
“Steven and William Ladd: 
Mary Queen of the Universe” and “Alan Shields: 
_In Motion” demonstrate new ways of thinking 
about art. Through relatively unconventional 
use of materials, a certain true nature of the 
artists—brothers Steven and William Ladd (b. 
1977) and Alan Shields (1944-2005)—is revealed. 
Like a peek into the attic of an old house, there 
is something deeply personal about textile— 
cloth, beads and string seem to be infused 
with memory. And while these are two distinct 
exhibitions, thinking about them in tandem 
comes naturally. 

Alan Shields, a Shelter Island resident from 
1971 until his death in 2005, was born in Kansas 
and moved to New York City in 1968. He became 
known throughout the New York art world with 
his stained canvases after a successful show at 
Paula Cooper Gallery. On Shelter Island, Shields 
was a ferry captain on the North Ferry, between 
Greenport and Shelter Island, and of course 
continued to work, without a studio assistant, 
on large-scale projects made of beads, dyed and

painted strips of canvas, such as those on view 
now at the Parrish. As revealed by guest curator 
Jill Brienza, Shields had grown up watching his 
mother and grandmother quilting and once he 
was in New York, needed to find his own voice. 
“Being away from home, everything came back 
to him,” Brienza explained. 

“Maze,” 1981-1982, is a life-size, interactive 
labyrinth that invites viewers to walk through. 
Sheets of multi-colored canvas, strung together 
with cotton belting, and suspended to aluminum 
poles, sway gently—giving life and softness to 
the work. The title of the exhibition, “In Motion” 
defines Shields’ work brilliantly—as this and 
other works, like “Dance Bag,” 1985, suspended

from the ceiling, slowly spin and_ shift— 
revealing the artist’s interest in architecture, 
theater and dance. There is something playful 
and circus-like to the work, as if the artist lived 
in a fantastic world of his own creation. An 
original dance performance choreographed by 
Stephen Petronio specifically for “Maze” will be 
presented at the Parrish on November 7 and 8. 

Beads, cloth and performance continue with 
the Bushwick-based Ladd brothers. Hand-sewn 
boxes, filled with intricate scrolls of fabric and 
adorned with beads of various sizes, become 
wall-sculptures and towers that represent both 
memory and performance. Memories for the 
collaborative fraternal team are shared ones— 
as illustrated in “Faith,” an incredibly detailed 
sculptural work made up of dark green scrolls, 
black-beaded trees, fire-colored hand-blown 
glass “flames” and handcrafted brass ants, 
represents a forest area where they were not 
allowed to play as children in their hometown 
of St. Louis. The performance aspect of “Faith,” 
which took place on October 26, began with the 
36 boxes, closed and stacked in a tower, which 
the Ladds will systematically open and arrange 
into the forest landscape. Performance also 
comes into play, in the form of engagement, 
with their “Scrollathon” community project— 


something the Ladd’s have done with kids and 
women on Rikers Island as part of their mission 
to spread positivity through craft collaboration. 
Through making scrolls of tightly wound found 
materials, participants are introduced to 
sustainability and their own ability to create, 
as well as bonding through a discussion of 
values. A Scrollathon will be taking place at 
the Parrish as well—with an opportunity for 
kids from all over the East End to take part in 
the collaboration and then see their work on 
display at the museum in February, 2015. 

“Community Scrollathon: Repurpose, Reuse, 
Upcycle” will take place at the Parrish Art 
Museum on Sunday, November 9, from 10:30 a.m. 
to 2 p.m. in collaboration with CMEE and The 
Watermill Center. On Sunday, November 2, Jill 
Brienza, who curated “Alan Shields: In Motion,” 
will present a talk on the artist’s work within the 
context of his life and influences. “Into the Maze” 
will be performed by the Stephen Petronio Dance 
Company on November 7 & 8. &&

Halloween Thrills at the Edgar Allan Poe Fest

ttention zombies, ghouls and other nasties— 

your presence is requested this Halloween in 
downtown Riverhead for the first-ever Edgar Allan 
Poe Festival. For three days, from Friday, October 31 
through Sunday, November 2, the streets of Riverhead 
will be filled, not with shoppers on their way to Tanger 
Outlet, but with creatures, ghosts, dancing zombies, 
ghoul-driven hearses, and a headless horseman. It’s 
all part of a fiendish plot on the part of playwright Sal 
St. George, and the Riverhead Business Improvement 
District Management Association (BIDMA), to make 
Riverhead the ultimate Halloween destination for 
family-friendly fun. “I did the Charles Dickens event 
in Port Jefferson for 10 years. ] knew Christmas was 
covered. Staying with the theme of great literary 
figures, Poe is synonymous with Halloween.” As a 
former creative consultant for the Dickens Festival, 
St. George knew exactly what he would need to do 
to turn downtown Riverhead into a Halloween haven 
for three days, and create an event with the same 
potential for longevity as the Dickens Festival. 

The vision for a three-day spook-tacular had been 
rattling around in St. George’s brain for years before 
he approached the members of BIDMA to announce 
his intention to make Riverhead “the Halloween 
capital of Long Island.” Before anyone could say 
“Ichabod Crane,” the call went out to all the local 
monsters and zombies to gather in Riverhead to 
prepare for a weekend of storytelling, parades, street 


performances and the 
odd flash mob or two. 
The festivities will 
officially begin on 
Friday, October 31 with 
trick or treating on 
Main Street starting at 
3 p.m. with classic Poe 
tales of terror being 
told throughout the 
_ day, while the boo-tiful 
8people roam among 
gthe guests, providing 
eentertainment until 
Edgar Allen Poe parade time at 7 p.m. 
The paranormal parade, including an assortment of 
ghost-driven vintage cars, hearses and a haunted fire 
truck, will begin at the Riverhead Library and wind 
its way to the Aquarium. 

Be aware, there’s more going on in Riverhead 
on Halloween than just trick or treating. St. George 
admits, “There’s an ulterior motive. Please don’t tell 
your children that the festival is educational.” St. 
George is thrilled to use the festival to introduce kids 
to the works of Poe, Washington Irving, Mary Shelley 
and other literary greats of the macabre. 

If you’re already a fan of Poe, you'll enjoy the 
display of Poe artifacts on loan to the Suffolk County 
Historical Society from the Edgar Allan Poe Museum 
in Richmond, VA. 

Movie fans can time warp themselves over to the 


Suffolk Theater on Halloween to take in The Rocky 
Horror Picture Show, but be advised this one is 
definitely not for the kids, and audience participation 
is part of the experience—for a nominal fee, the 
theater will provide you with a goodie bag of props 
to hurl at the screen. If you’re looking for less of an 
intense movie experience, wait til the final day of 
the festival for screenings of classic Vincent Price 
movies The Pit and the Pendulum and The Fall of the 
House of Usher. 

Some of the highlights of day two and three are 
East End’s Arts Family Pumpkin Carving Workshop 
and Contest at 1 p.m. Stencils, tools, templates 
and, of course, pumpkins will be provided, along 
with instruction and words of encouragement. The 
workshop will be followed by a public vote from 
3:30 to 5 p.m., with prizes awarded to the scariest, 
most creative, and all-around Best in Show carved 
pumpkin. 

St. George has packed a ton of activities into the 
weekend, including the Peconic Ballet Theatre’s 
interpretation of The Raven, one of Poe’s best-known 
works, and a costume party for the kids complete 
with a concert featuring Brady Rymer and Jen Kane. 

The first Edgar Allan Poe Festival will be a 
ghoulishly good time. Treat yourself to Halloween in 
Riverhead this year, and remember it’s BYOZ—bring 
your own zombie. BB.

Bay Street Expands Educational Initiatives

ay Street Theater and Sag Harbor Center for the 

Arts, which made waves in the local arts scene 
over the summer with a mainstage season comprised 
mainly of original work, continues its evolution with 
new educational initiatives for children. Julia Motyka, 
who co-starred in Travesties on the mainstage 
this past summer, was named the new Director of 
Education earlier this year and she is excited to give 
children opportunities to be explore the arts. 

“We have expanded our program to diversify 
thematic programming by age, and also location,” 
Motyka says. The theater’s summer camp, which 
has had three sessions in the past, expanded to 
four this past summer, with partnerships with 
Studio 3 in Bridgehampton and the Southampton 
Arts Center. “The younger group did a ‘choose 
your own adventure’ and a mini Midsummer Night’s 
Dream,” she says, noting her background in teaching 
Shakespeare. “The older kids [9-12 years old] did a 
‘build your own play’ using My Life Is a Musical and 
playing on the idea of what would happen if you 
woke up one day in a musical.” 

My Life Is a Musical, which closed out the summer 
season, made its world premiere at Bay Street and 
several actors from the show worked with the kids. 
“The campers spent a day with the cast members. 
Everyone had a blast, and the kids were able to 
ask [some of the actors] a number of questions.” 
Campers also got to take a tour of Bay Street’s 


backstage.

Motyka says. 
“This is the first time that I’ve been given a wider 
scope to take on with a whole department.” She 
wants Bay Street’s programs to be accessible to kids 
of all skill levels. “It’s a really wide range. What we’re 
really looking to do is help each student develop 
[his or her] own voice. If they go on to develop a

life in the arts, that’s wonderful. But our goal is to 


develop a sense of self, a sense of play. Some have 
done theater at school and beyond; some have not. 
We’ve had counselors and instructors who know 
how to deal with that diversity.” Counselors this year 
included a schoolteacher who runs a drama program 
at a school on the North Shore, as well as a theater 
MFA candidate. 

Currently Motyka is looking forward to the 
theater’s Literature Live! program, which will present 
To Kill A Mockingbird from November 5-29. To 
allow for more schools and students to attend the 
production, Bay Street is offering a free ticket for 


every student. “We have around 2,800 students 
coming next month, and we’re reaching pretty deep 
into Nassau County. There were so many [school 
district] budget cuts, so we wanted to see what we 
could [do].” The theater is also offering an in-school 
teaching artist program in which an arts professional 
will teach a theater program based on tolerance 
and social/racial prejudice in the 20th century. “The 
program isn’t necessarily targeted toward theater 
students, but toward literature and social studies 
classes. We’re psyched about that. The more we can 
offer a fully rounded experience, the more we’re able 
to do our jobs. We’ve also been talking with other 
schools to come up with some theatrical material 
with their curricula.” The performances of To Kill A 
Mockingbird are also open to the public. 

Bay Street will be offering weeklong, full-day 
vacation camps this winter. There are other programs 
that are just in the planning stages, as well. “We’re 
talking about putting together some after-school ° 
classes. If people would like to sign up for an interest 
list, they can email us at baystreeteducation@gmail. 
com.” Motyka is excited to be in the middle of all 
these developments. “I feel like, as a new member 
of the community, it’s been such a supportive and 
enthusiastic reaction:” £&.

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Writers Speak at Stony Brook Southampton

Writers Speak series, author Joydeep Roy- 
Bhattacharya will be reading from a work-in-progress, 
tentatively titled Through Darkness, on Wednesday, 
November 5. 

The Writers Speak series began in the fall of 2007 and 
has succeeded in bringing a long list of distinguished 
authors, poets, artists, publishers and educators 
to Southampton, among them such _ notables 
as James Salter, Helen Simonson, David Rakoff, 
Jay Mclnerny, Carl Safina, Alexandra Styron and 
Masha Gessen. 

Because the series is sponsored by the MFA 
Program in Creative Writing and Literature, one of 
its goals is to give MFA students the opportunity 
to experience a diverse array of perspectives on 


literature and writing. Writers Speak events are open 
to the public and the attendance of both residents 
and students often makes for a spirited Q&A with the 
author following the readings. 

The readings, talks and interviews take place 
on the Southampton campus of Stony Brook 
University, where the MFA in Creative Writing 
and Literature program is based. They are held 
on Wednesdays at 7 p.m. in the Radio Lounge of 
Chancellors Hall. 

Roy-Bhattacharya’s novel, Through Darkness, takes 
place in Baghdad and chronicles the campaign of 
shock and awe waged by American forces during the 
early morning hours of March 19, 2003. 

“The bombing took place between 1 a.m. and 5 
a.m. and I wanted the length of the book to mimic 
that time frame. Through Darkness is done in a 
‘single take’—told in the present tense going through 
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Malcome Moore

those four hours. The entire text is in one block. 
The reader is in the moment from start to finish. 
I don’t expect anyone to actually read the entire 
book in one sitting, but even with breaks in the 
reading it follows the starts and stops of a bombing 
campaign. 

“As a writer, I feel obligated to confront— 
especially—a western audience with the realities of 
the policies that are instituted in their names. To date 
there are fewer than five books published in America 
from the ‘other’ point of view.” 

Roy-Bhattacharya was born in India, and has 
studied philosophy and _ international relations 
at both Presidency College in Calcutta and at the 
University of Pennsylvania in Philadelphia. At Bard 
College he was a professor of writing, and he was a 
Writer in Residence at the University of Albany in 
2007. He is the author of three previously published 
novels: The Gabriel Club (Granta, 1998), The Storyteller 
of Marrakesh (Norton, 2011) and The Watch (Random 
House/Hogarth, 2012). His forthcoming novel, Light 
Angel (Random House/Hogarth) is set for publication 
in the winter of 2015. 

The author places his books into two categories: 
war and peace. The Watch takes the Greek drama 
Antigone and repositions it as a conflict between 
a local girl seeking to bury her dead brother— 
suspected of being an insurgent—and American 
soldiers defending a camp in present-day Afghanistan. 
The Storyteller of Marrakesh and Light Angel (which 
takes place in Iran) are two of the novels which fall 
into the “peace” category. 

Through Darkness was influenced in part by The 
End: Hamburg, 1943, by Hans Erich Nossack, a novel 
about the Allied bombing of Hamburg, Germany, 
during World War II. Roy-Bhattacharya says, “He 
wrote it almost immediately after the bombing. It’s 
a very somber book, but | read and thought that 
this is exactly what needs to be done in terms of 
addressing the whole issue of the bombing in the 
Middle East—which did save American lives, but 
as for how we, in the West, think of it emotionally, 
it doesn’t really have an impact, not in terms of 
how it kills the people on the other side who are 


not ‘us.”” @

ampton Theatre Company began its 30th season 

last Thursday in Quogue with Harvey, Mary 
Chase’s 1944 Pulitzer Prize-winning play about an 
eccentric man with a 6-foot-3-and-one-half-inch-tall 
invisible rabbit for a best friend. This comic story 
not only provides laughs, but forces the audience to 
question why everyone, themselves included, is not 
friendlier and happier. 

Elwood P. Dowd (Matthew Conlon) always has 
a smile on his face and his impeccable manners 
are unwavering, especially when it comes to 
formally introducing his friend Harvey. Though no 
one but he can see or hear Harvey, it never 
fazes Elwood. He is quick to explain that Harvey 
is a pooka—a mischievous creature from 
Celtic mythology. : 

Elwood’s behavior is an embarrassment for his 
social-climbing sister, Veta (Pamela Kern), who 
wants Elwood out of the mansion they share with 
Veta’s daughter, Myrtle Mae (Amanda Griemsmann). 
When she’s had enough of Elwood’s strange behavior 
and frequent drinking, Veta brings Elwood to a 
sanitarium to have him committed, and that’s when 
a comedy of errors begins. 

In any encounter, up until Elwood introduces 
Harvey, he seems perfectly normal, albeit incredibly 
friendly and forward. Though he has no occupation, 
he wants everyone to take his card. 

As Elwood, Conlon is wide-eyed, sincere, and never 
agitated, even when the occasion calls for it. He can 
often deliver a laugh with just a look or gesture. 

Kern’s Veta is often worked up, and Griemsmann 
exudes both the innocence and the curiosity of a 
young woman coming of age. 

At the sanitarium, Sebastian Marbury and 
Krista Kurtzberg play off each other as doctor

and infatuated nurse, and Russell Weisenbacher 
delivers the oafish orderly Duane. John Kern as Dr. 
Chumley, a renowned psychiatrist and head of the 
sanitarium, is a standout as he plays the good 
doctor both before meeting Harvey, and after. 
Harvey’s effect on some people can be quite the 
sea change. 

Hampton Theatre Company artistic director Diana 
Marbury directs. Teresa Lebrun was in charge of the 
spot-on 1940s costumes. Sean Marbury designed the 
set, which was a technical feat for the modest stage. 
In order to quickly change back and forth between 
the sanitarium and the Dowd mansion, the set folds 


- open and closed. 


The takeaway from this play is that a stranger is 
just a friend you haven’t met. Elwood—and Harvey— 
might just rub off on you.

ABC’S OF DEATH 2 

This is an omnibus of 26 
short films, arranged by 
the letters of the alphabet, 
showing vivid (i.e. gory, 
bloody, gross, revolting) and 
creatively twisted ways to 
die. Graphic, lurid and fairly 
expressionistic, ABC’s of 
Death 2 is not only a gore-fest 
of the first order, but also a 
tribute to the modern masters 
of genre films. For the lay reader, the term “genre 
films” is a gentrifying euphemism for what used to 
be called “slasher films.” Each blood-drenched short 
film in ABC’s of Death 2 was contributed by one of 
the top names in today’s world of genre films—who, 
relieved of the need to tie their imaginative blood 
baths to any storyline, focus their energies on 
hideous and disgusting detail. 


NIGHTCRAWLER 2 

In Nightcrawler, Jake Gyllenhaal stars as Lou Bloom— 
an ambitious young man looking to score big. 
Finding that there is a class of photojournalist called 
“night crawlers”—that is, people who chase after 
police cars and ambulances in order to photograph 
fresh crime scenes and accidents—Lou finds his 
calling. He makes a deal with TV newscaster Nina, 
who is looking to air the blood-drenched images 
Lou promises to get, but soon Lou gets carried 
away by the excitement—to the point where he 
endangers innocent people in order to get his money 
shots. Audience members of a certain age might be 
reminded of the famous crime-scene photographer 
Weegee, whose shots of recently dead bodies graced 
the covers of New York City tabloids from the ’40s 
through the ’60s. Weegee was the only photographer 
in the city who was allowed to have a police 
radio, and he often made it to crime scenes before 


the authorities. Unlike Gyllenhaal’s character in 
Nightcrawler, however, Weegee was never actually 
implicated in any murders. Also stars Rene Russo, 
Bill Paxton, and Riz Ahmed. 


BEFORE I GO TO SLEEP 

Nicole Kidman and Colin Firth star in Before I Go to 
Sleep, a thriller that hinges on the idea that Kidman’s 
character Christine—having suffered a head injury 
that prevents her from forming memories—wakes 
up every day neither knowing her husband Ben 
(Firth) nor able to remember what has happened to 
her. With such a tenuous grip on reality, Christine 
doesn’t know whom to trust—a situation that the 
audience shares. Like Joan Fontaine’s character in 
Hitchcock’s classic Suspicion, Christine falls prey 
to dark suspicions of Ben’s role in causing her 
injury, and these suspicions are encouraged and 
fed by her doctor, who might just be trying to help 
her—or could he have more sinister motives? In 
time for Halloween, a tense goose-pimpler that will 
keep you guessing until the last moment, and maybe 
even beyond. gi

Winterize Your Hamptons Garden This Weekend 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


I have been making significant changes in my 
garden! I have finally moved plants that needed to 
be moved several years ago. I have made new beds. 
I have added four callicarpa (beauty bush) along the 
front fence and changed the bed along the street by 
rearranging grasses that were there and adding new 
ones. The front of my house now looks like a garden, 
and I am further along in the plan to reduce, as much 
as is reasonable, the lawn-like areas. (Lawn-like areas 
are those that are populated by assorted plants that 
have chosen to live there. I don’t want a lawn and I 
hate mowing.) 

I first saw a callicarpa at the Brooklyn Botanic 
Garden after it had dropped its leaves. They 
have, even now with leaves still on, dense rings 
of tiny deep lavender balls on the branches. | 
thought someone had perhaps glued them on as 
the shrub looked so bizarre, but that is not the 
case! They get to be 4’x4’ shrubs and are rather 
magical. 

This is a very good time to buy ornamental grasses 
as you can see them in “flower,” and they are easier 
to place in the garden fully grown. They are at garden 
centers now. 

Garden centers still have trees, shrubs and 
perennials, many on sale. Now is a good time to plant 
(and transplant.) Be sure to supply enough water 
until cold weather sets in. 

Garden centers also have spring flowering bulbs. 


Get ready for winter—and spring! 


They can be (ideally in large and varied quantities) 
planted until the ground is frozen. | remember 
planting some daffodils using a pick axe to break up 
the top frozen layer of soil. Not the best way to do 
it, but they did live and bloom. If you have a deer 
problem, do not plant tulips or crocus 

We are well into garden breakdown mode. | 
have been removing and cutting back plants as 
they become unattractive for several weeks. The 
best time to cut and remove those that remain 
after these sweeps is after the first light frost, 
but you don’t have to wait until then. I work in 
several gardens in which I remove no plants until 
spring. | do remove leaves under roses that have 
had black spot (I don’t know of any that have no 
black spot) and debris from under plants that have

had fungus that is not caused by weather. Some 
clients want the garden completely cut back. I have 
one garden that has many spring bulbs—to avoid 
walking on it, | cut back any plants that I can now. 
Aconitum and dahlias are still flowering, so they get a 
temporary pass. 

The next plants to get a trim for winter are roses. 
Long canes of climbing roses are tied in. I cut back 
long canes of shrub roses to a length where they will 
not be harmed by wind. Major rose pruning happens 
in spring. 

This is a good time to speak to the person who 
mows your lawn (maybe it is you) about using a 
mulching blade on his mower and leaving the grass 
clippings with the leaves he picks up on the lawn. 
With a mulching blade, leaves are shredded and 
become food for the grass. When the leaves have 
fallen in great quantity, stop, as the quantity of leaves 
is probably too great. This can also be done with a 
regular mower by making two or more passes Over 
the grass and leaves. 

I have used the collected grass and leaves from the 
mower as mulch in areas that tend to be very weedy. 
This works well in those more hidden weedy areas 
on the property that might not get regular attention, 
though I would use it on any bed at my house if I had 
enough grass-like material to make that ratio! Gi.

Fall Treats to Prepare Post Halloween Tricks 


BY SILVIA LEHRER 


Trick or Treat is surely a 
treat when “Spooky” pumpkin 
lasagna awaits. Patti Halsey 
of the Green Thumb Organic 
_ Farm in Water Mill suggested 
i Spooky, a firm fleshed 
pumpkin for this lasagna, 
which couldn't be more 
perfect for Halloween dinner. 
There’s no more _ local 
ingredient for applesauce than 
the apples from a neighbor’s orchard. A group of 
neighbors picked the apples and had no idea of the 
variety. | peeled, cored and coarsely chopped apples 
into a baking pan with fresh apple cider, then baked 
and crushed them with a potato masher. Serve with 
crushed graham crackers or over ice cream. 


SPOOKY PUMPKIN LASAGNA 

“No. kidding, the variety of pumpkin is truly named 
Spooky,” said Patti Halsey of the Green Thumb Organic 
Farm in Water Mill. 

Serves 8 to 10 


8 oz. fresh lasagna sheets or lasagna noodles 
4 cups pumpkin purée 

2 beaten eggs 

1 cup heavy cream 

1 1/4 cups freshly grated Parmesan cheese 


kosher salt and freshly ground pepper 

2 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil 

2 red onions, finely diced 

1 1/2 pounds Swiss chard leaves, washed and 
coarsely chopped 

freshly grated nutmeg 

2 tablespoons unsalted butter 

12 to 15 leaves fresh sage leaves 

1/3 cup plain bread crumbs 

1 tablespoon butter to finish 


1. Bring a large pot of water to the boil and cook the 
fresh lasagna sheets, if using, 4 sheets at a time, lift 
into a bowl of cold water to stop the cooking and 
place each one on a clean kitchen towel, layered with 
a dry towel between. For dry lasagna noodles cook 


‘according to package directions. Set aside. 


2. Place the pumpkin purée in a bowl and add the 
beaten eggs, cream, Parmesan and salt and pepper 
to taste. Set aside. 

3. In a 12” sturdy skillet, heat the oil and put in the 
diced onions. Sauté the onion for 2 to 3 minutes 
until translucent, then pile the greens into the skillet 
and toss to mix with the onions. Add about 1/3 cup 
cold water to the greens and toss. Toss the greens 
until they begin to wilt as they cook. Continue to 
cook until the liquid evaporates and greens are 
tender. Season with salt, pepper and nutmeg to taste. 
Transfer to a dish to cool and set aside. 

4. Melt butter in a small skillet and when bubbles 
subside, add the sage leaves. Sauté for 3 minutes or 


so just to crisp the leaves. Remove from heat and set 
aside. Preheat oven to 375°F. 

5. Butter a 12” x 8” lasagna baking dish and place 
a layer of pasta on the bottom. Spread 1/3 of the 
pumpkin mixture over the pasta and sprinkle about 
1/3 of the breadcrumbs. Place another layer of pasta 
and spread over 1/2 of the Swiss chard, continue 
layering, ending with the last third of the pumpkin 
mixture and bread crumbs. Cover top with pasta 
and dot with butter. Cover the lasagna with a sheet 
of foil, shiny side down and bake for 20 minutes. 
Remove the foil and bake for another 7 to 8 minutes. 
Garnish the top with the buttery, crispy sage leaves 
and another sprinkle of Parmesan, cut into squares 
and serve. 


BAKED APPLE SAUCE WITH APPLE CIDER 
YIELD: About 2 1/2 cups 


2 1/2 pounds apples 

1/2 cup fresh apple cider 

Graham cracker crumb and cinnamon (optional) 
Preheat oven to 375°F 


Peel, core and coarsely chop the apples. Place in a 
parchment paper-lined baking pan and pour over 
the cider. Bake for 35 to 40 minutes. Remove from 
oven and crush in the pan with a potato masher and 
let cool. Refrigerate, covered in a suitable container 
until ready to serve. Serve with cinnamon spiked 
graham crackers crumbs

Third Quarter Is

he numbers don’t lie. No matter where you look, 

the tide is rising in East End real estate. Home 
sales and total home sales volume were up all the 
way to Montauk when the third-quarter numbers 
came in. We saw explosive growth in places like 
Bridgehampton and Amagansett, upward movement 
in homes $10 million and above like we. haven’t 
witnessed in years and a sense of excitement about 

the possibilities of things to come. 

In the first half of 2014, we saw a 21% increase 
in the number of home sales and a 24% increase in 
total home sales volume, along with a 6.7% bump 
in median home sale price on the South Fork, 
up to $950,000. A look at the third quarter of the 
year demonstrates a continuation of that upward 
trend, including some numbers the likes of which 
we haven’t seen since before the massive market 
downturn some six years ago. 

“| have several thoughts,” said Judi Desiderio, CEO 
of Town & Country Real Estate, whose 2014 third- 
quarter report showed a 63% increase in the number 
of home sales year over year, all 12 markets covered 
in the report rising year over year, and five of those 
markets doubling in the number of home sales— 
including a 200% jump in East Hampton Village. “The 
two primary thoughts are that one, there were quite 
a few buyers sitting on the sidelines—that combined 
with two, the stock market had an incredible year 
in 2013, up 30%, plus or minus—and good years

the 12 markets monitored by Town & Country—only 
East Hampton Village was down, by 13.6%, and 
Desiderio noted “that can be explained by the one 
sale last year over $10 million and none this year in 
East Hampton Village in that price category.” 

Amagansett in particular exploded, by 367%, from 
$11.5M in 2013 to $53.6M in 2014, “Amagansett is a 
consistent player,” Desiderio observed. “They have 
their own audience and the volume of business 
picked up to its norm.” And in Bridgehampton, 
the total home sales volume number rose 336% to 
nearly $160,000,000 over the past three months, 
followed by Southampton Village’s $131,000,000. 
“Bridgehampton, which includes Sagaponack and 
Water Mill, had the most number of sales over $10 
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Hamptons homes are hot, hot, hot. 


million,” she noted. “That pushed the sales volume 


to that figure.” 

Nowhere was the upward movement more notable 
than at the high end of the market—the $10 million 
and above category saw a 450% jump, increasing 


from 2 to 11 home sales, last quarter. Is this a 
harbinger of the way the East End, and particularly 
the high end, will continue to move? That depends 
on Wall Street. “The high end moves with the stock 
market, so that will be the determining factor,” 
said Desiderio. 

That final point underlies what market trends will 
likely define the rest of this year for both buyers 
and sellers in the Hamptons and on the North Fork, 
it seems. 

“2014 was the best year for Town & Country 
as well as for the overall markets on the East 
End,” said Desiderio. “The North Fork experienced 
heightened awareness by investors and second- 
home buyers. Their vineyards and farm-to-table 
movement have certainly put the North Fork on the 
map and everyone’s radar! 

“In the Hamptons we see activity in all hamlets 
and price ranges experiencing upticks, some more 
significant than others,” she continued. “For example, 
the ultra high end has not experienced this much 
activity since 2007, but it was expected since the 
stock market shot up 30% in 2013—and the pattern 
is, investors like to take some of that stock gain 
and put it in hard assets. Last winter at our broker 
meetings at Town & Country I announced that 2014 
was going to be a banner year for East End real estate 
in anticipation of this diversification of funds into 
real estate, art and other tangible investments...and 
what better investment than one you can actually 
live in and enjoy with family and friends.”
